A MARINE ARRESTED. 


The news has laaked out to-day 
of arathor sensational happening 
on board H. M.S. Tamar, io con- 
sequence of which Paymaster 
Commander Ratcliff, is now in 
hospital in a serious Condition. 

The naval authorities, to whom 
we applied for information this 
morning, are very reticant ono the 
matter. stating that, pending full 
investigations, they are unable to 
give any details. 

From what we learn, it appears 
that a Roval Marine, who was on 
sentry duty on board the ship, 
entered Paymaster Commander 
Ratcl:ff's cabin during the early 
hours of yesterday morning—soon 
after fouro’clock. Itia stated that 
he attacked the officers who was 
asleep in his b d, inflicting very 
savere injuries with a piece of 
metal. Shouting was,” heard by 
other officers, who went to the 
assistance of the Paymaster Com- 
mander. The man was subsequant- 
ly arrested and the injured 
officer taken to hospita}, where 
he now lies in ‘a serious 
condition. . 

A preliminary enquiry into the 
matter has, we hear, already 
been held, but until matters hava 
proceeded further the authorities 
will make no statement.

Under the auspices of the 
Church of England Men's 
Soaiety,a most interesting lecture 
was last. night given in 
the St.  Jobn's Cathedral 
Hall by the Rav. Dr, T, W. Pearce 
on “Dickens.” The Rev. V.H. 
Copley Moyle presided. The 
lecture waa greatlp, enjoyed, Dr. 
Pearce cleverly aovalysing the 
influence of the great novelist and 
recounting’ many. humorous 
stories in charaot«ristlc style. 

Dr. Pearce, at the ontset of his 
address, expressed the hope that 
the andience would not expect 
from him learned criticisms of 
Dickens. “I am not one of those,” 
he said, “who believe that Diekens 
is a ‘wash-out,’ whatever that 
may mean. To me Dickens fs not a 
“wash-out. You will nett expect 
me to tell you, as ona gentleman 
has been telling..the’ world, that 
whilst Dickens will always be a 
great influence whenever English 
people foregather, his books are 
doomed. Thit is to say, that 
Dickens’ books are a sort of hoteh- 
potch which must fall ta pieces. I 
do not‘believe anything of the 
kind, [have come to you as a 
Dickens Iever to testify what 
Dickens bas done for me duringthe 
the long years [I have spent in the 
Far East.” 

Dickens, Dr.” Pearce said, im- 
pressed him more than any other 
with cheer and courage. He knew 
ef no writer comparable to 
Dickens in administering -t their 
cheer of mind and spirit, to their 
uplift and to that kind of fitness 
which told in the conduct of fe, 

Assault Upor the Emotions. 

- “The kind of criticisms levelled 
against Dickens,” he proceeded, 
“is that he makes an indecent 
assault upon the feelings and 
emtions. These are chiefly based 
on ‘Little Nel’ in the ‘Old 
Curiosity Shop.’ It is regarded 
as false sentiment; as bad art. 
Tt almost agree with the man who 
says ‘Little Nell’ is a monster of 
filal piety. The Chinese do not 
think so; they regard ‘Little Nell’ 
as a model, not a monster. I do 
not sé much store on ‘Little 
Nell.’ but I do ike the vagrants in 
the ‘Old Curiosity Shop.’ The 
book has always made.me kinder 
to. those mendescript Chinese who 
go about with their Panch.

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TEACHING MUSIC BY | 
GRAMOPHONE. 


Dr, Keighley’s Plan For 
Concerts in the School. 


The claims of the gramophone 
as a means to musical education 
have been recognised by Srock- 
port,and it now forms e part of 
the equipment of the schools 
controlled by the Stockport Educa- 
tion Authority. 

The schools have been divided 
into ten groups, each made up 
of the three or four schools and 
an approximately equal number 
of scholars. One gramophone has 
heen allotted to each group, and 
each school in the group will use 
it for three or four weeks each 
term before passing it on to its 
neighbour. 

The scheme has heen set on 
foot under the terms of the 
Thomas Kay bequest which is 
administered by the. Sir 
Ralph Pendlebury Charity, and 
the trustees ard’ bearing the cost 
of the gramophones and records, 
so that the Town Council is not 
required to a-sume any financial 
burden. Thescheme had its bo- 
ginnings in a series of lectures 
whick Dr. T. Keighles (who is 
musical adviser to the Children’s 

' Musical Education Committee 
set up under the Trust) delivered 
in the spring before audiences of 
Stockport schoo! teachers. Dr. 
Keighley used close upon a 
-hundred gramophone records to 
provide musical illustrations to 
those. lectares, and the venture 
was so successfol that the 
teachers unanimously agreed to 
assist. him in spplying similar 
methods to the teaching of 
musical appreciation in. tho 
schools, ; 

The ten gramopbones were 
sent out to the schools carly. lest 

, month, Those among the teach- 

ers who are musically inclined 
sre being encouraged to take up 
‘the supervision of the children’s 
studies—Dr. Keighley is the only 
expert concerned in the scheme, 

. pnd copies of “Mr. Percy 

Scholes’s book on the gramo- 


phooe, * Learning to Listen,” ate 
sent out with the instruments 
and recorda. Only half an hour 
a week is‘allotted forthe present 
to the lessons; it is left to the 
head teachers to decide how they 
shall be fitted into the curriculum. 


THE TeRMS PROGRAMME. 

The Committee has issued a 
list of the eighty or ‘ninety rec- 
ords already included in the re- 
pertoiré, which is to be increased 
gradually. With each gramo.- 
phone thera will be given -eut.’ 
during the present term, two 
vocal records, one instrumental 
solo, and t*o orchestral or bard 
records. The records allotted to 
the different groups make s 
fascinating list, 

Thus one group is at present 
hearing the " Mastersingers” Over: 
ture, | -Haydn’s “ Emperor ” 
Quartette, the “Egmont” and 
“Figaro” Overtures, Heifetz’s 
playing of Mendelssohn’s “On 
Wings of Song,” and songs which 
include Sullivan quartettes and a 
solo from “Aida,” sung by 
Caruso. Other group» will hear 
such works as the “Enigma” 
Variations, » the _“ Pathetic” 
Symphony,. the ‘ Tanobauser” 
Overture, the " Casse-Noisette ” 
Suite, “ Finlandia,” the * Magic 
Flute” Overture, Bach and 
Handel solos, and a great deal of 
Sallivan. : 


In addition to this masi@al pro-| 


gramme each group has been sup. 
plied with the set of nine double- 
sided records’ which reproduces 
Dr. Walford Davies's lectuce on 
melody. Itis a lecture design 
to instruct children, very simply, 
in the elements of music. They 
are given, ia the authentic voice 
of Dr. Davies, simple definitions 
to begin with—sauswers to euch 
questions as: . What is a musical 
sound? How does it differ from 
a noise? All bis pointe are 
illustrated by a violinist and by 
himself.at the piano. 

Later he shows the’ ‘children 
bow a simple tune is written, 
encouraging them to try “writing 
their owa tunes by giving them 
examples of tunes written ‘by 
other children whom he has 
instructed.—M anchesterGuardian,
